Two coal and 
iron policemen tried to force a passage for, 
the wvrkmen with drawn revolvers. Tliis 
exasperated tho mob and armed with 
cluljs, palings, etc., they rusliud on the 
p.diceiiion and ptirty and in attempting to 
rescue a prisoner Lieut. Moyer was fidled 
with bl.iws from a club, he thon oiiiiitied 
his revolver at his assiiilaiils. Ho lired 
live times and four porsons. Mike Ilef- 
ron shot ill tho mouth, John Gather in the 
arm, both were noceutciti^sens attracted to 
to the spot by curiosity; Two strikers 
were hit, one in tho oar and the other in 
the nock. Tho crowd scattered at. , the 
tinio of the liring, but itntiiodiatoly Swell- 
ed to several thousand frenzied nioii 
ready to wreak vengeance on any police- 
man or any scab thoy could catch. Tho 
police arrcBtod two men and took thom to 
Squire Shoemaker's oflicp, the mob follow- 
ing and almost demolishing tho plnco in 
their otl'orts to .release their conqianioiis. . 
Meanwhile, in the eastern part of tho 
town, Boss Duncan, of the Kohiiuior col- 
liery, was attacked. An ollicor came to 
the rescue and lired on the crowd and ar- 
rested two men whom thoy took to Squire 
Moiiugham's oUice. The mob grew wild 
and tore tho entire front out of the 
building and gutted it, and the 
officers with tho Squire jumped for their 
lives. The mob havo taken pos.session of 
the .streets, but have Cdiniiiittod no fur- 
ther acts of violence. More trouble is e.\- 
poctetl in the morning. The coal and irun 
police havo thirty men about Shenandoah 
and for fear of a further outbreak tho 
force at other points cannot be lessoned. 
If tho trouble continues the sheriff will 
organize a posse and help to maintain 
l)eaco. It is understood a large force of 
Riiikertiiu men were immediately ordered 
to concentrate at Shenandoah. Every- 
thing ([uiet throughout the rest of tho co.-vl 
region. Tho attack to-night may havo 
been precipitated by the strikers holding 
mass meetings, which were organized after 
tho trouble had quieted down and lasted 
until a late hour. Lee, Dufly and other 
loaders wero present and addressed the 
strikers.

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PORT BLAKELY MILLS BURNED. 

Loss $'260,000 and no lusnraucu— Two Hundred 
Men out of Work-Tlie Coniiiany Will 
Probably Rebuild.

Skattie, Feb. 3.— The Port Bhikely 
mills were burned to the ground to-day. 
The lire was distinctly seen from this city. 
Tho loss 13 said to bo a quarter of a 
million dollars, with little or no insurance. 
.Several vessels aro there partly loaded 
and many otliers aro on the w.iy. The 
tire started in the heated shafting. Two 
hundred men are out of work. The com- 
)>any is a wealthy concern and will 
probably rebuild. 

ATTEMPTED SUICIBE. 

A Frightful Kadlut; to a Career of DiBsipatlon 
—Charles K. King Makes An Att«Hipl 
on Hl8 Life at Seattle. 

If the vast audiences who have boon in 
attondimco on the temperance talks of 
Ward and Hughes in Brown's Pavilion 
for the last ten days could have seen tho 
interior of the city jail this aftenmon, 
about 2 o'clock — a picture framed in 
blood — would have seen that which, to the 
majority, would havo served as a tomper- 
mce lecture as a life-long lesson. Strap- 
ped down on a pallet «£ straw, near a 
stove in this dismal dungeon, lay Charles 
E. King, of St. Catherines, Ont., eyes 
wild by rolling, incoherent utterances is- 
suing from a disordered brain, and a 
broad bandage binding together the fear- 
ful self-inflicted gash that severed His 
windpipe, and extends nearly from oar to 
ear. The unfortunate man, wildly delir- 
ious at the time, fought his wtiy from 
Providence hospitid last night about 10 
o'clock, without hat, coatorshoes. The po- 
lice woreaotified,but,aidedbythat method 
that prevades madness and the usual cun- 
ning oftentimes attendant »u a brain dis- 
ordered by whisky, the poor wretch mati- 
iigod to defy detection and elude escape 
until eight o'clock this morning. He was 
then found in the vicinity of Piko and 
Eighth streets and taken to the city jail 
— and hero a word of severe censure is 
merited by tho powers that be who fail 
to lind and t.-iko from tho possession of a 
man in such a dangerous condition — not 
only to himself but to others— a knife 
containing a blade fully three inches long 
md tapering to a point like a dagger. 
After his incarceration in tho "strong 
place," Gaoler Bogart bathed and bound 
the shoeless feet of the man — horribly 
lacerated from the all-night tramp — and 
made him as comfortable as circumstances 
would permit and thon left to attend to 
other duties. King in the nieatiwhile had 
quieted down, though not by any means 
rationah Shortly before 2 o'clock Goalor 
Bogart ro-entored the goal with nicdiciue 
for one of the prisoners and found King 
standing in his coll with tho blood fairly 
spouting from a -wound in the throat, 
wdiicli must havo boon inflicted just aa Bo- 
gart entered the gaol. Medical aid was 
at once siminioiied, Drs. Smart and Smith 
responding just in timo to save tho would- 
be suicide's life, who attempted repeated- 
ly to tear open tho wound, and bogged 
that the physicians would kill him. — Beut- 
tle Press. 

This news will be received with sorrow 
by Mr. King's friends in this city and at 
his old homo in St. Catliorinos. Ho is 
well known here, having come out to 
work on tho Bell, Larkin & Paterson eon- 
tract on tho E. & N. Railway. He ia a 
brother of ex-Mayor King of St. Cathor- 
inea, who is an influential merchant there. 
C!hiirIos started out in life with happy 
prospects, but dissipation and evil courses 
Hoon ruined him. llo attempted to kill 
hitnsclf w hile living at Choinainus. It is 
but a short time since ho left here for 
Soiittlo, but before ho departed he ap- 
peared tu be Of unsound nund.

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JUDGE GEAY ON "COSlMfiRClAL 
UNION.*' 

Olio of tliu moat iiitoro.stiiii,' colli rHui- 
tiuii.s to "Coiniiiurciivl Uiiitjii" literature i.s 
an able iirticlu from tho pen of tlio linn. 
J. H, Gray, one of the Siiproino Court 
Judges of Uiis province, in the February 
number, of the Overland Monthly. It i.s 
entitled"Commeroial Union between the 
United States and Canada." Quoting an 
extract from his book on tho "Coiifodorii- 
tion of Canada," wliich otir renders will 
reniuinber as having been roproducud in 
tlio.so Cdlu'ims very recently, the learned 
writer jiroceeds to discuss the (HU'sticiii to 
which he had refci'red some llfteoii years 
ago from four dill'erunt standpoints: 

1. What does the term '."Obmmercial 
Union with the United States" mean, 
when applied to Canada flow far dues 
the proposition extend / 

2. AVhat oU'ect would stioha riiiuu h.-ive 
upon the hnnucial, coniniurcial, and 
manufacturing interests of Canada 

3. Wliat etiect upon the agricultural in- 
terests, the iiBheries, .the provincial subsi- 
dies, federal and provirioial" taxation, and 
inforentially upon the relative positions of 
the Doniinioii and provincial governments 
towards each other 1 

4. In a business ])oint, mid for the 
true interests of Canada without regard 
to any political party, wliat course is it 
best for Canada to adopt ? 

5. Let it be distinctly understood that 
tho question is, what is best for Canada, 
iiot for the United .States, or for botii to- 
gether, or for tlio outside world of na- 

I tions, but what is best for Canada?? • 

Judge Gray believes tbat'fhd discussion 
should be carried on dispassionately, and 
that due. deference should be allowed 
those who hold a contrary opinion. "The 
cool heads outside of the' combatants, 
(that is, public o])inioii), will decide which 
is right, which is wrouy. " lie tells us 
that "the broad (|iics'tiiiii of Couiinereial 
L iiion" is not one or (ioveriiineut or ( )p- 
po.'iition. It is not one of party politics, 
it is to be passed upon by moicaiitile and 
business men, by the producer and buyer, 
, by the trader and by the purchaser, by 
the earnest workers, of tho country, 
by the oalni sense of the people — 
the silent thinkers, the keen ob- 
servers, and by the well read 
statesmen. It is not a mere question of 
locality, it is for tho whole Dnininion. It 
is not a {juestion for to-day, but for years. 
He tlioii ijrocoetls tw answer his first 
question, and, judging from tlie views of 
tlio advocates of this measure, '"it means, 
ill all articles of trade and comiiierce, the 
most unrestricted iiitercMursc with ':he 
United States, the abolition ol all larill' 
and customs dues on articles coming from 
the States into Canada — whether manu 
factured or of raw material, wliother iier 
taitiing to the growth and manufactures 
of the United States, or imported frfim 
foreign countries, even to the extent of 
passing by the Canadian Parliament (lis 
criminating duties against similar English 
goods and manufactures inqjorted from 
England direct into Canada." Canada 
practicallj' becomes a slauLjlitcr-lioiiHu foi 
American g(jods and foreign goods entered 
lit Anicriciu ports. Reciprocity of 
trade in Sipecilic articles, or abso- 
lute freedom from duties on some, is an 
entirely different matter ; Commercial 
Union, he held, as a term simply means 
"A complete union and a common en 
tity." He next addresses hiinsolf to his 
second proposition. It is not a question 
whother the amalgamation of tlie two 
would or would not be Ijottcr for both. 
Here is the point, Canada and the United 
ytates being separate territcn-ies, and each 
intending to continue separate, what 
ofl'ect will such Commercial Union have 
upon Canada. Nor is it to oxainined in 
tho light of the judiciousness of |)ast or 
present tariffs; in Canada the majority rules 
and Napoleon's words ^^It fanl lai-.cr le 
lingc sale rhn iww bennmes appropriate 
in this case. As showing tho efToct such a 
Union would have on our financial con - 
dition he looks to the payments to bo 
made, and the sources from which the 
moans to do so come. Tliu annual 
p.'iynieiitB amount to about !?3(i,- 
000,000. Tho means of payment 
aro derived mainly from Custoiiw and In- 
land Rovonuo. Of tlio former, which 
amounted for the liacal year terminating 
June, 1880, to 819,427,307, some SC,7G0,- 
364 were, from duties on importations 
from tho United States, leaving in round 
numbers $12,600,000 on importations 
from other countries. By Ooinmeroial 
Union this $6,709,354 would be swept 
Hway, »nd liow is it propesod to be made 



up / This is a question of busineaa, not 
of sentiment, and as yet no satisfactory 
answer has- been given to it. Direct 
taxation is out of the qiiestioii" for many 
years to come. What would be the eflect 
of suish a Union on Canada's conimoiriHl 
interests ? TIio bulk of the articles of 
commerce produced in other parts of the 
world would find their way into the 
Uiiiteil States more readilj- than into 
Canada. Willi Couiniercial Union estab- 
lished we would lose not only tho carry- 
in;,' trade for the articles of our.home 
consumption but would lose ^ the ' advan- 
tages of return.cargoes and the export of 
our honie ' productions. Commercial 
annihilation for all but internal inter- 
cimrse with the United States would be 
the end. Canada eould not lower her 
duties l)elow those of the United 
.States ; tile eoiuseiit of Congress 
would have to bo hatl before a 
revenue by duties on foreign or even 
English goods could be raised. Tluri! 
must be the same duties un imp<u'tatiiiiis 
or no Commercial Union, As to tlie 
effect. Forty-four other countries be- 
siilcs Jtho United SLitcs trade witli 
Canada, and seven of these alone contri- 
bute •Sll,(i3],20J in duties to the Cana- 
dian revenue, or .?4,8(il,8 t7 more than tho 
duties paid by the United States. Have 
Commercial Union ;iik1 C'an.ada could not 
trade with a siip^le one of those countries 
imies.-i on teriiis decided by the I'nited 
States, tho terms of 1)0,000,000 of peoido, 
not of 5,000.000. The interests of those 
who control and influence the policy of 
tiio United States would direct those 
terms. Had Commercial Union been in 
existence does any one believe tho trans- 
coutiiieutal lines of the United States 
would lia\ e permitted the ci instruction of 
llieC.U.R. A iit,iL;niii/,oil liy t he siqiel ior 
force of the l iiited Slati's U.uiaibi u-ouhl 
iini have had the power to .advance the 
money to build the road. Coimuercial 
I iiioii from such a point of view would 
simply ineaii for Canada a paralysis of 
power. Eloquently the writer asks; 

"Of the forty -four nations with which 
Canada now trades, which would think it 
worth while to look to Canada for busi- 
ness / llel])less and powerles.s, she would 
liave to refer theia to the tarill' of the 
I'nited St;vtes. Without a voice in the 
councils of the United States, without .-i 
vote in her assemblies, without a feather's 
weight of influence in the scale, she would 
imve to accept tlio orders of tho United 
States as to the nations of the e.-irth with 
which she might trade. What ! Canada 
not trade with England, except by per- 
iiiission of the I'nited .States ? Wlut I 



C.inada not trade with France, e.xccpt by 
permission of the United States? .Well 
might it be said: 

■ "rho despot's hcol is on thy'shore." 
'O for one hour of old Sir' Geoige 
Oai tier '('".. 

It LB urged that Commercial Union would 
bu beneficial to the manufacturers of the 
Dominion, since they would have the ad- 
vantage of an unrestricted market with 
00,000,000 of people, insteiid of 5,000,000 
as now. Judge Gray thinks that na- 
tions on equal terms as to population and 
geiiei.-il advantages, but with dissimilar 
elements .and natural productions, with 
varied wants, may well demand an unre- 
stricted excliange, but it is oven doubtful 
then if they could have an absolute Coin- 
morcial Union in all things as against all 
tlie world, where the Governments are in- 
dependent and their foreign relations dif- 
ferent. On the other hand, where tho 
countries are contiguous, with the samo 
natural characteristics, whore tho wants, 
callings iuid habits of the people are much 
the .same, with productions and eliinato 
alike, but livini,' under different 
political institutions, separate d'ov- 
iiioiits, with diU'erent burdens to 
hear, controlled by different circum- 
stances, one with its national existence 
made, the other to make it, lie believes it 
miy be gravely questioned whether it is 
for the advantage of the younger 
and weaker, if it desires to re- 
main a distinct nationality, to merge 
itself j)racticttlly into the larger and 
greater l)y a Commercial Union which tie.s 
it hand and foot "to a power controlling 
its destinies in tho [jroportion of twelve to 
one." ( )ur debt in .lune, 1880, was 8'27-'5,- 
105,000. On December .'iOth, 1884, that 
of the United States was .51,413,020,1)51, 
and since then materially reduced. 1 
the competition, assuming the Caiiadi.in 
manufacturer could go into the United 
States market and tho United States man- 
ufacturer into the Canadian, the Canadian 
would be handicapped by at least fifty per 
cent. ; the American, for his share of the 
public debt, bearing $23,56, tho Canadian 
•95 1. (!.'). If the two countries are to re- 
iiiain distinct n itionalities, it has not been 
|)ropc;sed that the United States slioulc 
assume tliis two hundred and seveiity- 
tliree millions, or any part of it, in con- 
sideration of Cai ada agreeing to Cumiiier- 
cial Union. The (juostion remains, says 
.liidge Gmy, thus handicappedji'vis tho 
larger market worth so much" more as to 
induce our manufacturers to throw away 
what they have for it ? Our territorial 
cliarnoteristics aro the samo, our habits, 
language and mode of thought, while 
(Hir political institutions are dif- 
ferent, our necessities diU'erent, our 
national sentiments diU'erent, and dif- 
ferent future eontiiigencies to con- 
aider. Tile character of the products 
of skilled labor will bo tho same. Tho 
manufactures of one country are almost 
identical with those of the other and ad- 
mitting tiiem freely hito each other's 
country simply inaugurates a competition 
in which the strongest wins, '\Vith a 
larger home market, an equal command 
of skilled labor, and the same command 
of raw mnteriul ho can produce cheaper 
and, when lie lias obtained sufficient in his 
own market to compensate tlie cost of 
production, ho can deluge the smaller 
market of his competitor. When the 
cominoditios aro in each case the same 
the weaker must go to tho wall. Says tho 
forcible writer: 

The St, Lawrence is admittedly one 
of tlie largest rivers of the world, I's to 
its volume of water one of the largest. 
Pour the waters of the St. Lawrence into 
tho Atlantic Ocean, it would add but 
little to its depth, perceptibly not at all; 
but pour tho waters of the Atlantic into 
the St. Lawrence, and the latter would 
disappear from its outlet to its source. 
As a river it would cease to exist, it 
would simply Ijoeome a part of tho ocean, 
Such is the relative position at present of 
Canada and the United States, such would 
be tho future of tlie United States and 



Canada, and Canadian manufactures, un- 
der. Commercial Union." 
Judge Gray takes another position. Even 

supposing that his reasoning is mythical, 
tl'.at notwithstanding all these inequalities 
of burden and all the disadvantages of the 
greater conipetiticni, the greater m'o'^et is 
still desirable to lie had is there a ucces- 
.sity uiion us requiring our making the 
sacrilico, admittedly necessary to obl.ain 
thatlai^r market. How is our trade 
now with the United States. By tho an- 
nual returns ending J uno 30th, 1886, tho 
total value of imports into Canada from 
the United States was $44,858,030; tho 
total value of ex[iorta fl"om Canada into 
the I'nited .States for tilt same period was 
!?o;i,7-t7,-f71 or a balance of trade at^ainst 
Caiw,da of !?11,110,5()S. By the returns 
ending . I line, 1887, the value of imports 
from tho United States into Canada was 
$34,958,110, while the value of exports 
from Canada to the United States was 
.§39,523,685, a balance in favor of Canada 
of S'i|566,675; the total volume of trade 
in 18S(5 being §78, 605,580; in 1887 87-1,- 
■180,705 — a clear change in favor of Canada 
of .St, 000,000. "These returns," say.s 
.ludi;e IJray, "indicate one of two 
things, either a nuctiuiting state of 
business, altoriiatiiig each year, depen- 
dent upon aceidontal circumstances, from 
which no delinite rule can be drawn, or a 
(luiet increase in tho power of Canada to 
compete with 'the United. States, which 
ought to remove all fears for the future, 
and above all prevent Canada from put- 
ting shackles on her limbs, destructive 
of all freedom of action with other 
countries for the time to come." 
A matter for grave consideration is the 
effect upon the financial condition of the 
country by jeo|)ardy tu capital iiivosteil in 
iiKiiiiif.icture. The eapil.il invi'st(Ml is 
e.itiinatecl at .S2(»0, 000,01)0 and luanui'ae- 
turers will ask befori? ,-i eiiangc." is made, 
which experience teaches will bo destruc- 
tion to business and capital, that it be 
proved conclusively that it will be beneficial 
to the whole country. The English is the 
only nation whose policy is unrostrictted 
intercourse in everything and with every- 
body and she is the richest and strongest, 
while tho United States has built up lier 
present position on an exactly oppoaite 
policy. The faint murimirings of 
a change as evidenced h)' the 
the I'resident's message does not, it may 
be added, lead to the belief that .-i change 
in its trade attitude will come. Canada 
must not change a certainty for an uncer^ 
tainty, or even a certainty, unless the 
benefit l>e first clearly shown to bo worth 
more than the sacrifice, "It must be b(jrne 
in mind tliroughout that the question is 
not whether the two countries ought or 
ought not to be amalgamated, but wheth- 
er, choosing to bo separate, and to con- 
tinue separate, tho a.'iiom that Canada 
would liave a market of si.xty millions, in- 
stead of being limited to five millions, foj. 
her manufacturers, apjilies." 

We here quote , Judge Ciray in full: 
"It is singularhowmuchsoundhastodo 
with tiie formation of public opinion. At 
a political meeting hold ssmowluu-e in 
British Columbia, not long since, the 
question of 'Commercial Union' with tlie 
United States came up for diacu.ssitm. A 
gentleman addresaed tho meeting, asHuin- 
ed to be well informed, and uiniueation- 
ably unobjectionable in position and char- 
acter. Ho had been in British Columbia 
only one or two years— so far as known, 
never in any other part of Canada. He 
had very little knowledge of her past his- 
tory, and none of lier public men; was en- 
tirely unconscious oi tlie struggles Canada 
had gone through to accomplish tho prac- 
tical union ef the provinces, or of the 
diffioulties'she liad encountered in raising 
tho necessary funds to construct tho great 
public works to cement that-^.iinioTif and 
lay the foundation of internal develop- 
ment iind future commercial business 
abroad. Ue was, however, ambiti- 
ous of Parliamentary distinction, and 
desirous to secure a seat as a represen- 
tative of the peo[)lo, in either tlio Pro- 
vincial or Federal Parliament, and having 
cursorily read the blue book to that end, 
boldly urged: 'Build, if you please, a wall 
round ull North America, hut throw down 
tlie wall between the United States and Can- 
ada.' Above the views<jf a practical stiitos- 
man, heassigned no reasons— astute judgeof 
the character of his audience, it was not 
necessary to convince by argument — util- 
itarian by assumption, it would hove been 
superfluous to have pointed out to his 
hearers the benelit Canada would derive 
from the contemplated construction of the 
imaginary wall all round, or the destruc- 
tion of the imaginary wall between. 'I'liose 
wore unimportant considerations. The 
sentence sounded well and took. To 
common sense or business nion, to think- 
ing men who have something at stake, to 
thoae who constitute the stable element of 
public opinion, it would seem desirable 
that tho speakers and instructors of the 
peojile who advocate this great change in 
the i)ublic economy of Canada should 
show, by facts and figures, and by argu- 
ment, why the change should be adopted, 
how it would provide for improvemunt in 
the future, and how, in the intermediate 
stages, until tlie iinprovement comes, we 
are to bear the aunuiil charges of the debt 
now upon our shoulders. On the oc- 
casion referred to, that was not thought 
of; sound has a grout deal to 
do with forming public opinion. 
During the present century, it may safely 
be allirmed that that oll'ective burst of 
oratory has but one parallel, and it comes 
from that Und of sorrows where the 
lirightest gems of wit, oratory, and son" 
once had their unchallenged home. In 
the time of the far forties, when tho first 
[Mjtatoo famine was spreading desolation 
throughout Ireland, and the angel of 
death swept through the land from Con-

AT TWENTY TIMES FACE VALUE.

by Colloctorit. 

"It luiy ut tlio liolilers of confederate 
monoy hope tluit it will eventually reach 
par, or unytliing Uko It, as a curiosity, 
they will have a long time to wait, " said 
a veteriin coin collector. "Tlio Continen- 
tal currency issued by authority ot the 
congress of tlie United States sells toU.iy 
— tliat is n conslderublo quantity of it 
does — at less than a cent on the dollar o£ 
face value. The $30 bill issued under 
resolution of May 10, 1775, can now bo 
bought for 25 cents.

In one of the most crowded thorough- 
fares of the Chinese quarter of Shanghai 
tliero 1 las s t ooi 1 1'o r forty years a free liat i vo 
liospital, mainly supported by tho Euro- 
pean cominiiniiy. Vary strange its wards 
look at llvsi to Huglish visitors. Tlio pa- 
tients iiriug llieir own bedding', consisting 
of !i bamiiofi mid and a wMded quilt. 
'I'hose who can move about are the only 
regular attendants of those who cannot, 
a iie houso 'liurgeon and dispenser is a 
Christian Chinaman, foi^ thirty years con- 
nected with the hospital and one of the 
first couToi'ts-of u mission school, v Yearly, 
about 800 patients pass through the wards, 
and the proportion of deaths is small. 
Last year there wore llfty-six, and in the 
d.spensary more than 83,000 cases were 
treated. 

Froai very far distances many of tho 
poor suffering creatures come, and back 
to their far ofl! homes many a healed one 
hi.fe carried a blessing greater than bodily 
healing; for wo bellevo that nowhere, at 
home or abroad, could better proof bo 
found than Jn the Shanghai hosiiital of 
the benefit of comblulug medical and Ges- 
pel work. Daily tho waiting room, seated 
for 800, Is crowded with men, \vonu'ii and 
cliildi-on long before the dis]i', nsinLc hoar,

Dr. llllno Delivers iin Able Lecture on the 
Abuvo Snhject at (ho Central iichool. 

Dr. Milne yestei'day afternoon lU liver- 
od ono of a series of lectures to the jiiipils 
of tho bigheat forms in the Central school 
anil those of the high school. His roniiirks 
on tlii^ subject are of such value at the 
present time that they are L;iven below in 
full ami tlie)- will widl repay perusal. 

lie said the (luustion of imblie hygiene 
is ono of the most important ill sanitary 
science. You 'will reinember in the be- 
ginning of our course we divided tlii.s sub- 
ject into t hreo parts: (1) Causes of dis- 
ease, (■-') personal hygiciic and (.'!) public 
liy;;itjiie. 1 have sidected the last named 
f.'ir our eoiisiileralioii to-day, lielii-viiig at 
this tiiih! it to lieilie most important, as 
we are ilireatcned on every side with an 
epidemic of that disease which is 
drouded by all classes, visit sniull- 
pox. With cummunitios" it is the 
same as with private imU; idmils. 
When a man or woman b< i;iiis ■ to Lake 
lutioh.i nccess;>.i y m procure for liis 
;r good heallh ill the way of diet, ex- 
ercise, iVe., tliryhave in view their future 
lieakh rath.-r tl'i.iii their present comfort. 
And we Iind, too, in many such cases 
these reforms have beeii begun after the 
constitution has been more or less all'eeteil 
by siiirie intenipeniiiee or inipriiileiiee in 
hi.s or her mode of living. So 1 :,iy it is 

in many instances with e iiuimtie.i. 

Cor[iorations will not sulmiii 1 o |.|•ol.,■l■ 
rogulationB in the way of pio|ii i- organi- 
zation of tho necessary iiiacliinciy to pro- 
Vent the spread of contagiou.s discuses, 
nor are they willing to submit to burden 
tlieinsidves with taxation to have a pKiper 
sy.steiii of .seweiage or a SufUcicilt supply 
of water, or isolation necessary to clieck 
the .siiread of disease. .No, not until it is 
loo late do these matters becmiie ipies- 
tiuns for their considor.itiou; not until the 
death rate in tho country bccuiiies very 
high do they act, possibly too Into to be 
of si-rvice 01 to limit tho epidemic that 
m;iy be iiie\ :iiliiig. This brings us to the 
coiisu'eral ion uf contagious diseases, which 
we will iiiiw deal with for a short lime. 

The terms ■'i-uiitagioii" ami "inteetion" 
may be considered as having the same 
meaning, and arc now generally used in 
tho same sense — by these terms we me.in 
tho communication of disease from ime 
person to another, etthor by direct con- 
tact or throiigh such mediums as air, 
water, milk, etc. lipidfiiiii- diseases are 
tlii'se, i;t;iierally spe.ikiiig, which a'laek a 
largo number of persons at the .same lime 
andarc couimuiiicabiO by contact. iiyn'i/t'iiu'c 
discaiiCs are those peculiar" to a locality. 
For example, fever and ague. 

The (iiiestiou luay^fu^e^lH^iii'r'^t.'-'s.l-li'} 
poison of contagious oisoaso winch has 
the jiower of spreading ra[)idly I ivich 
disease clu.ssilied under eoiitM;.^ioiit'. lias 
without doubt a specitic germ iicculLjir to 
itself. These living orgtinisnis have been 
demoiistiated by the use of the mirro- 
scope, ami by expurinienls made on the 
lo^vur animals. I'heso experiments have 
projia^aled ami produced tho .same dis- 
ease ill them occurring in iii.-m. One of 
the strongest arginuenls for the acecpt- 
aiico of tho germ theory ofdisia.seis the 
jiuwer of (levelopineiit and iiiub iguiiig 
aliiULSt unliiiiiteil mul: iplic.itioii when in- 
troduced into the sybtem. In view of this 
fact it is ditiicult to account for any other 
theory the contagious action of dis- 
e.ise. The iiiultiplieatioii of the virus has 
been deiiioiistrai ed b}- e>.|jeiiiiients 
oil the lower animals as well .-is 
in broths or " culture lUiids. " 
Each viruB, or geriii, has its spceilic ac- 
tion although in some persons milder than 
in others. This is modiriod tis to the con- 
stitution and temperament of tho indivi- 
dual, no iloubl. Aceepliiig, then, the 
germ llieory, every i n feci cil pel s' U be- 
comes a luediuiii by wiiicii uiSLase may 
bo carried. It may be well to iiuti.' here 
that there are diseases wliieli at times 
aie so slight in character as to be over- 
looked. Teachera and others in ]>ublic 
positions should be able to tell at least at 
the period of invasion of disease as to 
its kind and character, in order that tlie 
authorities may be able to take proper 
steps bir its erailical ion. 'I'liis bi iiij^s us 
to the considi'i'ation for .1 shoi t tiin-- i^f the 
various contagious diseases, lii spi^iking 
of these diseases it is well foi you to ,m 
dorstaiid that previous to the date of in- 
vasioii, there is :i period of latency, in 
which tho disease i.i dormant in the 
.system; this jieriod is generally termed 
the period of iiiciibal ion. Take for ex- 
ailiple small The period of ineliba- 

tiou in this disease is from 10 to li> days. 
This will explain to you tho reason why 
vessels and people are quarantined for a 
certain time after the aiiiiearance of* the 
disease. In dealing with thi.-! class of 
ilisease wo may refer to those that are of 
general prevalence. 

At this slag^' t lie lecturer gave an out - 
line of the course of the pi iiiei|ial con- 
tagions disiases. 

'■'I'hcn bow can we jirevent the tiaiis- 
luissioil of t hese diseases ^ .'\.void (1) iiK- 
sociatioii witli jierson.'i .«;ick fnmi tliu dis- 
ease; (2) (ixposure, even for .1 short time, 
to the samu itmospliere, wlicllier in a 
room or ciiii\ eyaiice; (.'!) occupiil imi, even 
after a lap.ie of limi', of the same riioiii or 
house where coiiia;^rious diseases have been 
prevalent, without pro]ier disinfection; 
(-1) exposure to clothing or any evaiiora- 
tii'ii of f.icixia from the body without tjuiy 
liavo been jiropurly disinfected; (5) |ier- 
sijiiH who have not had the di.scase them- 
Holves but have licon in attcnilaiiec on 
cases of scarlet feviu', diplitlicria or small- 
pox should have their clot king disinfect- 
ed ;((>) going near tho dead boily of per- 
sons who have died of scarlet fover or 
smallpox has been tho means of carrying 
the disease to otjiiors. These rules, c»- 
pocially in the case of scarlet fever, dijih- 
tlioria and Hiiiallpox, Hhoiild bo strictly 
observed. . By these means cnntagion 
would bo limited and tho deaths from tmcli 
disoaao would become much leas in iu<u'- 
tuary returns. Happily, also, tho gov- 
ernment of our country has provided us 
with laws which compel us m many in- 
stances til obacrvo sanitary measures. 
These have done much to prevent the 
spru.ad of coiitagioii.s diso-nsos. Tho 
caiiHi's that have losaoued ejiidoiiiics are 
chiefly due to tho laws of the governmont 
and municipalities of late years, which arc 
in keeping pace with civilization."

What is a 
ncwBpajier and w hat are its duties ^ Tho 
advocates of thi^ Times policy say: "To 
report fiilly, fairly and fearlessly tho facts 
and e\eiiis of the day and to report pub- 
lie oiiinioii, the' opinion of the country; 
not ll, lead or attempt to guide it (any 
more than to cloak or misrepresent facts) 
I be latter function belongs to legisla- 
tors, iioliticians, divines. It should have 
tho judicial functions of a judge It is 
thisimiiartildity and universality in itsjiie- 
tiircKof Enii.lishpublicopinionwliich makes 
the Y'/i/ic.-i so powerful. If aman, native or 
foreigner, wants to know exactly "wdiat 
I'ai'^laiul thinks," he t,'oes to the Tiiiu'.i 
and there lie sees it not to the l>(iilil 
IMr.iraph, llailij Ni'irs, i,y I'ull Mall Ua- 
■.rilc. l ie knows that these |ia|jers repre- 
sent not "I'Jiiglaiid," but some side, fac- 
tion, or clique in England. Tho 'J'ime.t 
.speaks tho voice of "England:" hence its 
|)OWor. fts first success of course was due 
to its inipreeudented j^'reat and accurate 
iiiforinat ion, but its ullimale weight was 
oiving to the li.ip]iy kiiael; it had early ac- 
ciuired, and has siiiee retained of catching 
(iiiblieseii'.iment. Thisis in a great measure 
Jiioto its being an "oiion" paper — any 
one may write a "leader" for tho Times. 

Whether tliis is a hoalthy or moral 
coiirse is as besiile the ipiostion as wheth- 
er it be ','ooil or liad for a country that a 
I ,iper should have such power as the 
Vi'ito . Ii.-is. The fact exists: there it i.'i and 
It mis an important desideratum and 
waot. 'I'lie nation and foreigners evident- 
ly appreciate the want and its satisfying 
;.',ratiiieation. Tlio Tiinci in a word doos 
not pi eteiid to be an advocate, but a ro- 
liii sciii.itlvi'. I n its advocacy of certain 
i'liie iiil, s and eoursos of action, ifcmerely 
rellecis the argiimeiils which would be 
iis.d ly ibe lu.-i jori ty of its couiitiymcn 
ill siip|iori of their opinions on cert.ain 
bicts and the inferences thr.t majority 
wduld draw. If people want to know the 
opinions of the nnnority ot minorities and 
their reasons, they must go elsewhere— 
that is all -they can do so. As to what 
eoiiisc the 7'///i<'.s- would have taken in the 
days of roinluM I'ilate, the grotesqueiiess 
of'siich a supposition is half appalling, 
h.ilf liiilicioiis in its utter absurdity. Such 
a course of events could never have oc- 
curred under circumstances that admitted 
tho existence of a Times:

A DGfiflNION MINT AT VICTOlilA. 

To THE Editou: — For a number of years 
hack, 1 have occasionally read articles and 
letters in the press of tho Eastern provinces 
asking for a Canadian gold coinage. 
Whenever an Eastern bank fails, the sub- 
ject is again brought forward, and yet 
nothing is ever doiie. 

The recent failures of banks in the 
Eust have caused losses to innocent note- 
holders. I believe if our Provincial 
Legislature, now in session, were to send 
an humble address to Her Majesty pray- 
ing for the 03tabli.ihnient of rcductieii, 
melting and minting works at >'^ictoria, 
(lur excellent Commons members could 
bring the matter up in the Dominion Far- 
liainont, and with a very general con- 
sensus of opinion, al present in the lilast 
favorable to the scheme, the Dominion 
(iovernnient would have no o|)posilion, 
and the mint might be in course of con- 
struction this coming suiniiior here. 

A gold coinage is now a necessity in 
Canada. 1 and others have a horror of 
tho dirty, greasy, disetise-carrying btiiik 
bills that we often must touch against our 
will. 

People who travel much have to carry 
an unwieldy , bundle of thirty or forty 
tivc-dolliir bills, with, in the east, any 
number of disgusting ones and twos in 
addition. These bundles are often lost, 
and are at all times a nuisance. 

I reraeuibor once at Montreal I wanted 
to get a lot of gold. I could not get it at 
the banks, ami the deputy receiver-gener- 
al even could not supjily me with the par- 
ticular coins reipiired. Although our [la- 
per money is jiopularly supposed to Lu 
baaed on gold value, it is a very difficult 
matter in tho east to get gold. 

Were the Dominion mint to be estab- 
lished here, all these annoyances would 
disappear. From the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific our currency and our banking would 
be safer, and as the metals can all be got 
ill any quantity necessary in British Col- 
umbia, ati impetus would he given to our 
gold antl silver mining eiiter[irise3, which 
they lack now. 

Oui legislature should strike while the 
iron is hot. 1 um certain a more favor- 
able time than the present cannot occur, 
to ask for the mint, and to <tsh itnw will 
he to get it. At all events, no harm can 
result from the asking, nor will it cost 
anything to take advantage of the tjiihlcn 
ojiportuiiity now offered us by the bank 
failures in the east. 

The establishment of reduction, melt- 
ing and minting worka l)y;tbo ijovernment 
at Victoria, would be of inestimable beno- 
tit to tho city, and pressure should be 
brought to hear on the city members to 
uso some wliolcs^inio oiiergelic action to 
secure the boon. 

When this subject has been discussed in 
the east, the di£dculty of finding appropri- 
ate names for the coins has usually been 
mentioned. This is of course no material 
obstacle, or it is ono the people would 
make light of, provided thej could get 
the coins I Wo cannot have sovereigns 
or eagles certainly, but we might make 
UKO again of tho old vi'ord "guinea" to 
designate tho §6 pieces. We might have 
lialf-guiiie.ts, and double-guineas, and for 
the $20 pieces — we could have a fine 
coin, with the Queen's head on tho ob- 
verse, and for the reverse, a copy of tho 
medal now in tho Parliamentary Libniry 
at Ottawa, This medal depicts the 
Niagara river with beavers (juietly at 
work jjfelling trees, under the safe protec- 
tion of a noble lion couchaiit on 
the British side who is regarding 
somewhat oarneatly the approach of a 
screaming American eagle, who from the 
American side of tho river, suonia to wish 
to molest the Canadian beavers. The §liO 
coin with this device might ttppro[)nately 
be called a boavor, and 1 should not 
wonder would become very popular with 
the peoiile. 

With gold cuius and silver dollars, the 
biink note currency could he sto])ped or 
put an end to, and whatever paper money 
is required^ should bo issued only by the 
Governments, Dominion ami Pivvinci<il.
